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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 1^* Paragraph! 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tlie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9, 11-16, 20-34, 49, and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In claims 1 and 20, the 
reference to removing all or substantially all of the liquid present is not support by the 
original specification in the event liquids other than "alcohol" are intended for inclusion 
within the scope of the term "the liquid" now used in the instant claims (see paragraph 
23 in the original application). 

Allowable Subject Matter and Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-9, 11-16, 20-34, 49, and 50 would be allowable if rewritten or amended 
to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1®' paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/10/08 and 2/27/09 explain in detail the reasons why 
the claims contain allowable subject matter. In particular, the prior art of record neither 
discloses nor teaches blending into a mixture a proteinaceous material with alcohol and 
a reducing agent in an amount as called for in the instant claims wherein same is then 
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subjected to a pressure and temperature greater than 10 psig and 90C, respectively, 
wlierein all or essentially all of the alcohol is removed by venting the pressure on said 
mixture and such that the proteinaceous product has enhanced solubility and preserved 
color characteristics . 

Applicant's Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 2/27/09 have been fully considered and are convincing 
regarding the prior art rejections. Applicant's amendment and arguments do not 
overcome the issue of new matter as set forth above because the original specification 
supports only the removal of all or substantially all alcohol and not liquid comprising 
alcohol as set forth in the instant claims.

4. All other arguments are addressed in view of the rejections as set forth above. 
Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
